IRON AND STEEL. 


The Treasury Bureau of Statistics 


calls attention to the comment of the 
"London Financier" on the production 
of Iron and steel In the United States. 
The foreign Journal says that the rail- 
ways of this country will use 2,000,- 
000 tons of .steel rails during the 
year ending June .30. 1902. and that 
manufacturers of agricultural Imple- 
ments, and contractors and builders 
'draw so heavily upon the steel and 
iron product that the supply Is not 
equal to the demand. 
Tho Journal 


also claims that the demand for this 
class of goods has been greatly stim- 
ulated by the United Steel Corpora- 
tion, who firmly refused to raise their 
prices unduly. 
A note of warning 


Is sounded to British manufacturers 
in the statement which says as long 
as the United States continues In 


. Its present prosperous condition, ab- 
sorbing all It can produce In the way 
of Iron and steel, British manufactur- 
ers need not fear serious competi- 
tion. 
But this prosperity cannot last 


indefinitely. Tho home demand must 
fall off to a greater or less extent 
when owing to the present Increase 
of output all over the country we shall 
probably see an overproduction 
ex- 


ceeding anything hitherto 
esperfl- 


enced.

ROUGH TREATMENT OF ALIENS 


Detention Pens Are Declared to Have 


Been Filthy, the Dining-rooms Com- 
ing In for a Major Portion of the 
Censure. 


BOWLDER T" MARK THE SPOT 


New York, Oct. 1.—Grave charges. 


Including the improper detention and 
Intimidation of Immigrants, and even 
hinting at blackmail, are made in the 
annual report of the commissioner of 
Immigration at this port, William Wil- 
liams, which was filed with the sec- 
retary of the treasury. 


In the document the commissioner 


criticises without reserve conditions 
which surrounded the landing of Im- 
migrants at Ellis island during the 
ten months previous to the change of 
administration there due to Mr. Wil- 
liams' appointment. He says In tho 
rnport: 


Picked the People. 


"The chief Inspector was allowed to 


arbitrarily 
mark 
the 
word 'hold' 


against the name of any Immigrant on 
the manifest, this 
causing 
to 
be 


brought to him certain picked people 
to be disposed of as he thought best, 
' Instead of allowing them to be In- 
spected In the regular way. The fact 
that most of those so marked are 
shown to have had fair amounts of 
money, and that many so marked were 
able-bodied people with very 
large 


amounts of money,'are points not with- 
out Interest. 


Extorted Money. 


"The power, first, to detain these 


people without reason, and, second, to 
direct them to boarding houses where 
they paid full value for all they re- 
ceived, will bo appreciated when It Is 
remembered that from May, 1901, to 
May, 1902.

WORK ON FARMS 


SOME DAMAGE TO LATE CORN 


Dampness and Mold Affect the Cerc=l 


In 
Shock—Excessive 
Moisture Is 


Harmful to the Cotton Plant, Which 
Needs Sunshine. 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The weather 


bureau's weekly summary of crop .con- 
ditions follows: 


"As a whole, the wool: was very wet 


in the districts west of the Rocky 
mountains, with temperatures gener- 
ally above normal, except over the 
middle Rocky mountain slope, whera 
It was moderately cool. 
While the 


excessive rains Interrupted farm work 
and delayed tlie maturing of late 
cropn, they proved favorable for germ* 
nation of fall-sown grain and .placed 
the soil In excellent condition for 
plowing und seeding. 


Frosts Are Harmless. 


"No damage resulted from fronts, 


.vhlch -.vero confined to the central 
and northern Rocky mountain dis- 
tricts and the extreme North Pacific 
coast region?. General conditions on 
the i'acltlc coast were favorable, al- 
though rain Is needed In eastern Ore- 


on. 
"The weather has been very un- 


favorable for maturing late corn in 
the ccntrni valleys and lake region, 
especially over the northern portion 
of these; districts, and reports ludl 
cate that corn In shock lias beon dam 
aged considerably by dampness and 
mold over a wide area, and that much 
of the crop in the upper lake region 
mid Missouri valley will not be mar 
kctable. 


Rain Damages Cotton. 


"Reports of damage from rain to 


open cotton are general throughout 
the belt, with the exception of the 
Carolluas and portions of Texas, and 
rerouting and rotting in lio'.is are 
largely reported, especially in the cen 
tral districts. 
Picking, though much 


Interrupted, is well advanced and Is 
nearlng completion In some districts. 
Lute cotton in central and northern 
Texas is malting rapid growth, but 
will not mature unless frosts are un- 
usually late, and under these condi- 
tions a light top crop may also !ie 
gathered <in Alabama. A line crop ol 
sea island cotton Is promised in South 
Carolina."
